TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  Robert 
Grubb,  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Martin,  Ludgate,  in  the  City  of  London, 
Gentleman,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  by  His 
5  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  at 
Westminster,  the  Thirteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  seventeenth  year  of  His 
reign,  did  give  and  grant  unto  me,  the  said  Robert  Grubb,  my  executors, 
admors,  and  assigns,  His  special  licence  that  I,  the  said  Robert  Grubb,  my 
executors,  admors,  and  assigns,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  expressed, 
10  should  and  lawfully  might  make,  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  England,  Wales, 
and  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  my  Invention  of  making  “  A  Certain 
Medicine  called  the  Frier’s  Drops,  for  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Disease, 
Scurvy,  Rheumatism,  Stranguary,  and  Gleets,  without  any  Electory  or 
Pills,  in  every  Stage  of  the  Complaint,  or  without  any  Confinement  or 
15  particular  Regimen;”  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  there  is  contained  a 
proviso  obliging  me,  the  said  Robert  Grubb,  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to 
cause  a  particular  description  of  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  in  what 
manner  the  same  are  to  be  performed,  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High 
Court  of  Chancery  within  four  calender  months  next  and  immediately  after 
20  the  date  of  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent,  as  in  and  by  the  same,  relation 
being  thereunto  had,  may  more  fully  appear. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  provisoe,  I,  the  said 
Robert  Grubb,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  Invention  of  making  the 
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Grubb's  Anti-Venereal  Drops. 

Medicine  called  tlie  Friers  Drops,  for  Cure  of  the  Venereal  Disease,  Scurvy, 
Rheumatism,  Stranguary,  and  Gleets,  without  any  Electuary  or  Pills,  in 
every  Stage  of  the  Complaint,  or  without  any  Confinement  or  particular 
Regimen,  is  prepared  of  the  following  ingredients,  vizt : — 

Aquila  alba  (or  the  white  eagle),  purging  antimony,  guaiacum  wood,  5 
balsam  of  Peru,  extract  of  cicuta,  white  sugar  candy,  oil  of  sassafras,  salt  of 
tartar,  gum  arabic,  and  spirits  of  wine  rectified.
